Cleveland Parents Still Are 
Doubtful But Will Ac- 
cept Girl. 


Cleveland, Ohio, September 22.—(/) 
Legally the Smith “baby tangle” was 
solved tonight, but in the mind of a 
heartbroken mother doubt still lurked— 
undisturbed by the hand of justice. 

“I shall accept the baby girl as my

The letter of Dr. Abercrombie is 
as follows: 

“Dear Senator Harris: I note 
from a newspaper account that Val- 
dosta, Ga., has been selected as a site 
for the largest fish hatchery in the 
south and that work will be under- 
taken immediately by the bureau of 
fisheries. 

“In practically the entire southern 
half of the state of Georgia malaria 
is prevalent. One of the most ef- 
fective means of malaria control is 
stocking ponds and lakes with a cer- 
tain top feeding minnow called Gam- 
busia afinnis which are very effective 
in the destruction of mosquito larvae 
in such bodies of water. For several 
years past we have taken the matter 
up with the bureau of fisheries to ob- 
tain large collections of this particu- 
lar minnow. It seems that the bu- 
reau of fisheries has discontinued pro- 
pagating this: minnow and cannot fur- 
nish the state with them. 

“It has occurred to me that in ad- 
dition to your very valuable service 
in establishing this hatehery that a 
further invaluable service could be 
established for our state if the bu- 
reau of fisheries could be persuaded 
to propagate these minnows in large 
quantities at the Valdosta hatchery. 
At this point we could collect them 
and stock practically every impounded 
area in the state of Georgia. This 
would go a long way toward reducing 
our malaria rate in the state of 
Georgia. 

“I certainly would appreciate it if 
you could use your. influence in this 
connection.”

The Cost and Perils of Crude Carpenter- 
work on the Constitution.

By the mutations and mutilations 
to which it has been subjected dur- 
ing the past 50 years, the constitution 

ef Georgia has 2Q¢- 
come one of the 
most complex and 
curious political 
documents in Amer- 
ica. And now it is 
fated to be further 
complicated by eight 
fresh amendments 
which are to be sub- 
mitted to the pcuple 
in the state elec- 

tion of next year. 
Few of the people 
realize the fact that 
since 1877, when the} 
original constitution 
of that year went 
into effect, the vari- 
ous legislatures that have functioned 
have submitted to the people 1€3 
amendments to the document; and 
most of them have been ratified by 
the people, practically by iefault, be- 
cause most of them were amendments 
relating to local affairs in which the 
general public was not interested. 
Therefore, -the voters. paid little at- 
tention to the terms of a particular 
amendment and often did not vote 

upon if at all. | 

The amendments submitted by the 
several legislatures have run irom 
one in number to fifteen by the ses- 
sion of 1914.

The Voters Ignore Amendments. 
In 1924 the high vote in the state 


was cast for Senator Harris and was 
155,477; the highest for a constitu- 
tional amendment was for that cre- 
ating the county of Peach and the .o- 
tal vote on the proposition, for: and 
against, was 109,063, while the low- 
est vote cast that year for a consti- 
tutional amendment was that on the 
proposition to permit ‘the mayor and 
council of Savannah to issue terminal 
bonds and the total vote was 86,886. 
or 68,611 fewer votes than were cast 
for the election of Senator Harris. 

These figures would seem to dem- 
onstrate the wisdom of the provision 
in the constitutions of some of the 
states prohibiting the submissi of 
more than two amendments to the 
constitution in any one election. The 
average voter seems to pay little 
attention to the content of an elab- 
orate constitutional amendment re- 
lating to some subject in whieh he 
feels né personal interest and which 
does not threaten to involve him ~ 
finy future liability or responsibility. 
lor instance, in the voting upon the 
amendment to create the coastal vlains 
bond district, which affected only 
five counties on the coast, only 88,- 
088 voters bothered themselves.to vote 
on the proposition, pro or con; and 
they were 67,409 fewer than vot- 
ed for Senator Harris. In Quitman 
county only 41 voters were interested 
enough to vote either way upon that 
proposition, while 150 voted for pres- 
idential electors.

The High Cost of Patches. 

The expense to the people of the 
state of submitting a constitutional 
amendment is difficult to arrive at. 
It is practically impossible to’ esti- 
mate the cost of the time that is 
given to considering and voting upon 
the submission of the amendment by 
the general assembly. high cost of 
irinting and sending the same ott’ to 
the voters of the state, and adding 


thereto the total cost of advertising 
the same according to law in the 
newspapers in the various congres- 
sional districts. For examzle, on 
January 2, 1925, presumably for the 
constitutional amendments of the pre- 
vious year, a warrant was drawn in 
favor of the state treasurer for $5,- 
603.89 to pay “for publishing the cc 4 
stitutional amendments.” In the 
comptrvller general’s report of 1027 
various warrants are listed as hav- 
ing been drawn in favor of various 
newspapers of the state “for publish- 
ing constitutional amendments; and 
these warrants varied from $107.37 
to $284.17. It is easily within rea- 
son that the cost of submitting con- 
stitutional amendments in the past 
50 years has been double what it 
would have cost, at any time during 
that period, or would cost today, tv 
hold a constitutional convention ‘to 
thoroughly revise and modernize the 
constitution of the state.

Crudely Framed Amendments. 


One of the amendments now sub- 
mitted relates to the abolition of jus- 
tice courts in counties of over 20,- 
000 population and confers the jurisdic- 
tion of such courts on _ other 
courts. It provides that the mupici- 
pal court of Atlanta shall have juris- 
diction in Fulton county outside the 
city of Atlanta, and says “and if a 
majority of the electors qualified to 
vote for the members of the general 
assembly, voting thereon, shall be con- 
solidated, as now required by law in 
elections for members of: the genera 
assembly, and return made thereof to 
the governor, then he shall declare 
said amendment adopted,” ete. Be- 
tween the words “voting theron” and 
“shall be consolidated” are omitted, 
in the engrossed and signed bill, the 
usual and necessary words “shall 
vote for ratification thereof. when the 
returns” shall be consolidated, ete. 
That omission seems to be one that 
will render the amendment fatally 
defeetive and futile.

Noted Americans 


One of our prominent. citizens 
writes in to ask whether I know the 
attitude of Senator Jim Reed, of 
Missouri, toward our Jewish fellow- 


citizens? Evidently he has received 
an impression from the fact that 
Senator Reed was leading defense 
counsel for Henry Ford in a recent 
libel action brought by a Jewish pro- 
moter, charging that Mr. Ford’s pub- 
lication, the Oaavbern Independent,” 
had libeled him because he belonged 
to the Jewish race, that therefore the 
senator must have been sympathetic 
with the alleged attacks upon the 
Jews. 

It is. a pleasura to inform our cor- 
respondent that Senator Réed has 
perhaps as little racial prejudice as 
any man who ever figured in the pub- 
liv life of the country. In the sen- 
ate he has consistently and yvehement- 
ly opposed every measure that seemed 
to contain with its terms any dis- 
crimination among the various races 
that make up our composite nation. 
In the matter of restraining the im- 
migration of foreigners into this coun- 
try, he has been charged with occu- 
pying a position .of too great liber- 
ality. He has contended that we 
ought to simply. establish in Europe 
and other countries such rules of in- 
vestigation as would assure the good 
morals and good character, and good 
intentions, of those applying for. ad- 
mission into the United States, and 
let all such-.come freely without re- 
gard to numbers or quota limitations. 
It is his view that every such quali- 
fied and. approved immigrant would 
make a valuable citizen and add to 
the wealth and man- of the na- 
tion, without importing any peril to 
the integrity and safety of our insti- 
tutions.

Spirited Eulogy of the Jew. 

One of the most spirited and elo- 
quent speeches that I have eyer heard 
Senator Reed deliver, in or out of 
the senate, was made on the floor of 
the senate chamber in the discussion 
of the immigration suspension bill 
in February, 1921. 

In that speeech he referred to the

It is | 
singular to note that in that speech 
he made the folluwing reference to 
the Jewish people: 


“‘Attacks have been made upon the Jew- 
ish people who have crowded to our shores. 
A spirit of intolerance has been especially 
active ag to them. At this hour a man 
possessed of a mighty fortune, yet so illit- 
erate and ignorant that he does not know 
the history of our country, is instigating 
propaganda against that people. But 
the Jew “who came here, the victim of per- 
secution and poverty, has, nevertheless, 
made his way in every yvecation of life. 
At the bar and on the bench, in medicine 
and art, in industry, in finance and science, 
he has taken a high and henorable place. 
Those that would proscribe him are merely 
advocates of medieval intolerance.”’ 


It will readily be seen in this quo- 
tation that Senator Reed entertains 
no prejudice against the Jews, but 
that characterizing» Henry Ford and 
his attacks upon the Jews as he did 
in the speech, he was yet able to ac- 
cept the office of Ford's defender in 
the libel suit to which reference was 
made above.

Eloquent Vision of Valor. 

To further show how liberal and 
appreciative is the spirit and mind of 
Senator Reed toward our foreign- 
born fellow-citizens, it is only neces- 
sary to read another extract from 
his speech opposing drastic limitation 
of foreign immigration.

But they were marching 
away all in the same brown uniform— 
the son of Ireland, with his blue eyes: the 
son of Seandina via, with the flush of 
health in his cheeks; the son of Italy, 
whose warm clime had burned his face 
to a swarthy hue: the son of Scotland, 
with his clean limbs and his straicht 
back; the son of Austria, with his big 
bones and double fists: the son of Ger- 
many. with his firm muscles and set jaws. 
Yet, as they marched away, they were all 
Americans. Upon the battle field they 
howed their hacks and held their bayonets 
fixed and firm, they charged with indom- 
itable hearts, they fought nad died in the 
same heroic way for their fieg and our 
flag. their country and our country.’* 


I think these utterances from Sen- 
ator Reed shoul® be sufficient to an- 
swer any suspicion upon the part of 
anybody that he carries an intolerant 
spirit towatd any class of our for- 
eign-born American citizens.

fight with terrific ebb and flow ir it, 
Gene Tunney held his world’s cham-

The moment of high drama came in 
the seventh round at 10:34 o'clock. 

With a right and left and a left 
to the jaw, Dempsey knocked Tunney 
down.

that the league had failed in its ef- 
forts to help the Armenians. 

M. Titulescu, Rumanian foreign 
minister, took the lead in appealing 
to Dr. Nansen not to insist on his 
resignation, which the Norwegian dele- 
sate eventually withdrew . on the 
promise that he would have an oppor- 
tunity to air the whole Armenian prob- 
lem in the assembly. He informed 
the council that he had been unable 
to get the consent of the Erivan gov- 
ernment to the refugee settlement plan 
because he could not guarantee ma- 
trial help from the nations which are 
members of the league. 

M. Briand, French foreign minis- 
ter, promised French assistance in 
settling Armenians on the soil of 
Syria. 

Dr. Nansen has succeeded in obiain- 
ing guarantees of large sums for the 
Armenian home from Armenian resi- 
dents of the United States, provided 
the league carried out its part o. the 
project.

It consists of the 
back part of the body. It is of wood, 
but still has a shred of canvas fixed 
to it by a round-headed copper screw. 

It is suggested tha‘ it might be part 
of the “White Bird,” the machine 
used by Nungesser and Coli, who dis- 
appeared in their attempt to fly from 
Paris to New York, but this is re- 
garded as most unlikely. 

More probably, it is thought, the 
fragment comes from some British 
plane. In any case, authorities here 
state, the maker of the plane alone 
would be able to identify the relic.

SCIENTIST, VICTIM 
OF YELLOW FEVER,

‘Puzzles Secretary of State 


Was the state of Georgia in the 
souvenir spoon business in 1799? Or 
were there enterprising street hawkers 
in those days who sold souvenir spoons 
bearing the state seal? And-if the an- 
swer is “no” to these questions, then 
how did such a spoon turn up on 
the farm of Mrs. Celia West, route 5, 
Buchannon, West Va., some 500 miles 
from Georgia? : 

These are the questions which faced 
Dr: S. W. McCallie, state geologist, 
Thursday and being unable to answer 
them offhand he called into consulta- 
tion that authority on nearly every- 
thing pertaining to Georgia, S. Guyton 
McLendon, secretary of state, Secre- 
tary McLendon was unable to throw 
much light on’the situation and the 
two officials want to know more about 
it from fonstitution readers. 

Dr. McCallie received a letter from 
Mrs. West Thursday, in which she 


inquired what the inscriptions on the 


spoon mean and also asked its value. 
She said it recently was uncarthed on 
her farm. She enclosed a design of 
both sides of the spoon, evidently 
made from an actual impression taken 
of the spoon. 

The design showed that the hack 
side of the spoon near the end of 
the handle contained an exact copy 
of the state seal of Georgia. Under- 
neath the state seal was the numeral 
“1799."" Below on the narrow part 
of the spoon handle was the word 
“G-BE-O-R-G-I-A” spelled out in capi- 
tal letters. On the opposite side of 
the spoon was a shield showing the 
flag of the United States. Underneath 
on this side was carved “Wallace Al

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CORN RECOVERS 
ON FROST SCAR 


Chicago, September 22.—(/)— Re- 
newed chances of serious irost damage 
rallied the corn market from sharp 
early setbacks in price today. Indica- 
‘tions were for frost again tonight in 
Illinois, Indiana, Iowa, Nebraska and 
northwestern states. Corn closed nerv- 
ous at the same as yesterday's finish 
to 3-8 cent hizher. wheat 1-4 cent to 
5-8 cent off, oats at 1-4 cent decline 
to 1-8 cent advance and provisions 
5 cents to 35 cents down. 

Corn prices underwent 2 1-4 cent 
break before the market rallied. Only 
light frosts had been reported as a 
rule and femperatures over the corn 
helt taken as a whole were 5 to 8 
degrees higher today than yesterday. 
Inference was drawn by many traders 
that immediate danger to the crop had 
heen eliminated. This conclysion was 
decidedly shaken, however, when the 
official weather forecast predicted 
frost tonight over a wide area. 

In the late dealing. buying by pre- 
vious sellers of corn was in evidence, 
and there was considerable buyin ; also 
on new account. The majority of 
traders though, seemed inclined to 
adopt a waiting attitude. Oats fol- 
lowed corn. Wheat prices here showed 

a downward trend almost constantly. 
Big receipts at Duluth and Minneap- 
olis were announced, Liverpool quo- 
tations were lower than due, export 
business was relatively slow, and rains 
were noted in New South Wales, Aus- 
tralia; besides, Canadian weathc: was 
favorable. Provisions became easier 
as a result of scattered selling. de- 
spite firmness of hog values.

Washington, September 22.—Con- 
_ ferences of republican leaders in con- 
nection with problems of the coming 
national campaign are scheduled to be 
held in Washington early in October. 

Former Senator William M. Butler, 
of Massachusetts. chairman of the re- 
publican national committee, is plan- 
' ning to be here about October 4. While 
‘no formal meeting of the committee is 
‘set for that time, it is understood 
that some of the party leaders have 
_been advised of Butler’s plan to be 
here and that a number of them will 
come to attend informal conferences. 

Inasmuch as it will be the first op- 
portunity for some of the party chief- 
tains to get together since President 
Coolidge issued his “I do noi choose 
to run” statement there may be de- 
. - velopments to indicate the trend 
' toward the various prospective candi- 
dates. 

The matter of selection of a city 
for the republican convention is like- 
ly to be discussed. The impression 
prevailing at present is that in view 
of the probability of a sharp contest 
over the nomination it will be consid- 
ered desirable to hold the convention 
in a city which is easily accessible 
from all sections of the country. This 
will mean that San Francisco, which 
was favored as long as it was expect- 
ed that President Coolidge would be 
renominatec without a contest, will be 
eliminated from consideration and that 
Detroit, Cleveland or some other city 
in the middle west will be chosen.
